The Allowances for Neceflaries, which 
are payable half-yearly, are to be iſſued 
complete, according to the ' Eſtabliſh- 
ment, immediately after rhe 24th of June 
in every Lear; but on, or immediately 
after, the 24th of December, an Ac- 
compt is to be made up by each Regi- 
ment, ſtating, as nearly as poſſible, the 
Amount of the whole Demand under 


this Head, for the Year then ended, and 
giving Credit for the Sum already re- 


ceived. This Account is to be tranſ- 
mitted to the Agent, as ſoon as made 
up, and to be delivered by him into the 
War-Office, when an Order will be given 
for ſuch further Sum to be iſſued, as 
ſhall appear wanting to complete the ſaid 
Allowances for ths Effective Numbers.
